Rand, asserting thai political and 
iinancial interests influenced de- 
cisions in cases and that "Mannix 
was too friendly with Rand." 
Mannix then brought disbarment 


proceedings ag&lnst Senator Joseph 
who retaliated 
by bringing 
the 


,^ame charge against his accuser. 


While the decision of the Su- 


preme court was pending, Joseph 
entered the primary campaign as a 
"vindication" candidate. 
He won 


the nomination over a field of five 
other republicans, obtaining a 5,- 
000 plurality over Gov. A. W. Nor- 
blad.

disbarment of 
Senator 
Joseph was cast by Justice W. L-. 
Bean, who held that disbarment for 
three years would 
be sufficient. 


Justice Bean also held that sus- 
pension of one year would be ade- 
quate in the case of-Mannix.

Increase in Assess- 


ments. 


Notices of 1929 and 1930 assess- 


ment values of real estate in the 
county will be in the hands of all 
taxpayers on whose property in- 
creases have been made this year, 
two weeks from today, if plans of 
the county assessor's office are car- 
ried out. 


The notices will be in compliance 


•with a statute passed at the last 
regular session of the state legisla- 
ture. It requires the county asses- 
sor to notify all taxpayers where as- 
sessments have been raised of the 
assessment of the preceding year 
and of the proposed assessment for 
the present year.

Two inmates of the state penl- 
i tentlary who are serv ing life sent­ 
ences for murder will appear be­ 
fore the pardon board June 10 to 
ask that their senttnces be com­ 
muted. 
Lafayette Dales, 70, haa been in 
prison twenty-one years, for mur­ 
dering John Mann, a horse trader, 
near Ogallala in 1909. He !• ask­ 
ing freedom that he may return 
to his wife and children who are 
waiting for him in Canada. 
Wllllom Morris, form« T rancher 
near Tryon. who was sentenced 
nine years ago for the murder of 
his wife, will appear before the 
board supported in hla |)Iea for 
freedom by the brother of his dead 
wife, who haa already filed an af­ 
fidav it with the board asserting 
that he 
believ es Morris is not 
guilty. 
Say* Dragged By Horse. 
According to Morrl.s’ story, his 
wife was dragged to her death by 
a horse which she was riding. The 
body wa.s not found until the next 
morning, a l t ho u g h neighboring 
ranchers aided in an all night 
search. 
Morris as.serts In his petition 
that the landlord who had been 
attempting to get them off the 
ranch 
finit 
directed 
suspicion 
against him which resulted in his 
prosecution and conv iction. This 
man demanded an inv estigation, 
Morris as.serts. Howev er, he tells 
the board that he has been unable 
to locate the man since. 
According to the records in the 
Dales case. Dales came to Nebraska 
from Canada to search for work. 
Near North Platte he was Joined 
by a woman. Jenple Geiger. The 
couple was offered a ride by Mann 
who was on his way west. Mann 
was murdered one night and his 
body was buried. Dales and the 
woman continued on to Denv er 
where Dales sold the team and 
wagon. 
Woman Gav e Tip. 
Sometime later when the woman 
learned that Dales had receiv ed 
$ 100 for the team but had giv en 
her only $ 20, she told authorities 
of the murder and where the body 
could be found. Dales was arrested 
at Pueblo and both he and the 
woman were brought back to Ne­ 
braska where they both made full 
confessions of the crime, 'The wom­ 
an died at the state hospital at 
Hastings nine years later, but Dales 
has remained in the penitentiary. 
In Dales’ appllcatlan to the board, 
he asserts that he shot Mann only 
after Mann had attacked him with 
a knife. 
Dales’ wife, who still liv es In 
Canada has repeatedly sought his 
release during the twenty-one years 
that they hav e been separated. 
John Tschacher, former Hemlng- 
ford hotel keeper, who is serv ing 
a fiv e year .sentence for shooting 
Joseph L. Burtle, will ask the board 
to commute his .sentence. Tschacher 
claims that Burtle was looting his 
cash till at the time.

Derks of Nebraska City, has writ­ 
ten to the board opposing the com­ 
mutation of Biggs’ sentqnce, as­ 
serting that if “this was the cus­ 
tom of state men to v iolate the 
law in obtaining ev idence, it was 
time that the courts stopped the 
practice.”

Most County Fairs 
Made Pro fit Last 
Year Surv ey Shows 
A surv ey of county fairs in Ne­ 
braska, just completed by Secretary 
George Jackson of the state fair 
board, shows a total Inv estment by 
sev enty-nine associations of more 
than $ 1,600,000 in real estate and 
buildings. 
The report also shows that 52 of 
the 79 associations operated at a 
jwofit last year. 
The profit was 
small, howev er, amounting to only 
$ 54,926. 
Were It not for past in­ 
debtedness, Jackson says, 
ev ery 
county fair in the state could break 
ev en on income and expenses under 
the new system which permits a 
county to lev y taxes yielding up to 
$ 4,000 for the s u i^ r t of the local 
exhibitions. 
Last year the fairs receiv ed a total 
of $ 183,708 from the v arious coun­ 
ties, while cities in which they were 
held 
contributed 
$ 9,847 
toward 
making them 
financial successes. 
Receipts from all sources amount­ 
ed to $ 659,000 as compared with ex­ 
penses totaling $ 604,(K)0. Premiums 
paid 
amounted to $ 132,827, 
while 
$ 180,700 was spent for entertain­ 
ment. 
A total of 2,488 acres of land are 
owned by the 79 associations, v al­ 
ued at $ 387,160. 
The buildings on 
these grounds are v alued at $ 1,244,- 
734, while new buildings were erect­ 
ed last year at a cost of $ 62,935.

Increase in Assess­ 
ments. 


Notices of 1929 and 1930 aasess- 
ment v alue.» of real estate in the 
county will be in the hands of ail 
taxpayers on whosa property in­ 
creases hav e been made this year, 
two weeks from today, if plans of 
the county assessor’s office are car­ 
ried out. 
The notices mill be in compliance 
with a statute passed at the last 
regular session of the state legisla­ 
ture. It requires the county as-ses- 
sor to notify all taxpayers where as­ 
sessments hav e been raised of the 
assessment of the preceding year 
and of the t« ’oposed assessment for 
the present year. 
Prev iously the matter of check­ 
ing on the assessments had Men 
the duty of indiv idual taxpayers. 
The legislation placed the burden 
of informing taxpayers of Increa.ses 
on the asses.sor'8 office. 
It Is un­ 
derstood at the county asse.ssor's of­ 
fice here that the assessor at Doug­ 
las county haa announced that it 
will be impossible for him to pre­ 
pare and send out such notices. 
Although the work will require a 
conslderaole amount of n tr a cleri­ 
cal help, ev ery effort will be made 
to get notices of the increases in 
this county in the hands of the af­ 
fected taxpayers 
by June 11. the 
date set for the county board of 
equalization to conv ene, it was in­ 
dicated at the a.ssessor's office Wed­ 
nesday. 
Real estate asses-sments hav e not 
yet been completed in thl.s county. 
About half of College View still re­ 
mains to be assessed and spots here 
and there throughout the county. 
It is planned to begin to get the 
notices of increases out three or 
four days before the meeting of the 
county board of equalization. 
In case all property owners can­ 
not be notified of Increases before 
the board conv enes, the assessor ex­ 
pects to hold the books open for 
changes. t'> permit all property own­ 
ers to secure equalisations in case 
of error. 
There is a remarkably small num­ 
ber of increases this year according 
to the assessor’s office.

matter how old-fashioned he may be in many partic- 
ulars. He subscribes heartily to those principles which 
are enunciated by a constantly growing circle of dis- 
tinguished economists in America.

that the key to American prosperity is steady employ- 
ment and high wages—that the latter in a measure 
insures the former because it provides the market 
for the products turned out in the factories of the 
United States. 


It is some plain talk which Mr. Ford hands out in 


his interview with a representative of The Associated 
Press with reference 
to the 
present business de- 


pression. 


"We need to keep up the people's spirit and you 


cannot do that by talk; you must do it by action. 
One expenditure maue in faith in the future is worth 
all the words any one can say. Issuing optimistic 
statements on the one hand and lowering wages on 
the other is the sure way to prevent betterment. It 
is no time to lower wages. Those who are lowering 
wages now don't know what they are doing. They 
are hitting the country when she is down. They will 
see the time when wages will be higher than they 
have ever been....This country exists on the pay 
envelope. That is where we must begin.''

THE SEVENTEENTH AMENDMENT. 
Of course everyone Is fam iliar with the eighteenth 
and nineteenth am endments to the federal constitu­ 
tion, but how many can .say offhand what the seven­ 
teenth am endment provides for?

TO very old. having been adopted on May 31, 1913. 
This am endment re a d s:, 
“The senate of the United States shall be com- 
poeed of two senators from each state, elected by the 
people thereof for six years.” 
Prior to th at time the members of the senate had 
been elected by the legislatures of the states, and 
though the agitation in favor of a change had been 
carried on for many years, organized effort to bring 
about the adoption of the am endm ent was succe.ss- 
ful within a

short 
time. 
The late 
Jesse B. Strode of Lincoln had much to do with or­ 
ganizing the movement In this state. 
One of the principal objections to the election of 
.sehators by the legislatures, and one which had a 
decided effect in bringing about the adoption of the 
amendment, was th at legi.slatlon was greatly inter­ 
fered with and delayed at every session In which 
such election was to take place. 
Instead of being a 
more or less formal m atter, quickly disposed of. th» 
selection of a repre.sentatlve of the state in the upiîcr 
house of congress almcwt invariably became the prin­ 
cipal activity of the so-called law makers, causing 
everything else to be shunted to the rear. 
Sometimes scandals of the worst character grew 
out of the heated and protracted controversies, and 
charges of the unlawful use of money and promises of 
patronage attended almost every contest. 
Deadlocks 
were not infrequent and many times these were brok­ 
en by the leaders agreeing on some one of medl- 
octe capacity for the place. While these battles w’ere 
going on little or no progress was made in legislat­ 
ing, the session* degenerating into mere scrambles for 
spoils.

CRIME FIGHTING SCHOOLS. 
Announcement from Northwestern university th at 
Col. Calvin Goddard, ballistics ex pert and director of 
the crime detector laboratory at th at university, has 
been appointed professor of police science on the fac­ 
ulty of the Northw'estern school of law, is an indica­ 
tion of the developing trend toward improved train­ 
ing in problems of criminal control. 
The criminal has not been slow to take advantage 
of modern weapons and instrum ents which would aid 
him in effecting crime, in getting to and from the 
scene of the crime rapidly, and in developing resources 
for escaping detection. Police and detective agencies 
have adopted some measures tending to speed up ef­ 
forts to cope with crime. 
'The systematic study of 
Iiu-oblems of crime detection is relatively recent but 
is an im portant f» rt of the task of 
keeping crime 
down. 
Lincoln has been relatlilely free from serious crime 
and has had a remarkably high percentage of success 
in rounding up offenders against the law after the 
commission of crimes. Local officers have done this 
with a force numerically small and without special 
advantages. 
While Lincoln caa lo<^ to keeping a 
city with relatively less crime than many cities of 
the same size because of the community tpne it has 
developed, it should begin to look toward the spend­ 
ing of some time and effort in training a more effi-

second British labor government 
laced a battle for ito

without the aid of fifty-eight lib- 
eral votes on which they have de- 
pended heretofore to maintain a 
majority in the house of commons. 
The parliamentary liberal party, 
meeting yesterday, voted to abstain 
from voting on the conscervative 
motion of censure leveled at J. H. 
Thomas, lord privy seal and min- 
ister for unemployment. 


The action left labor alone to 
conform the conservatives. 
While 
the MacDonald government num- 
bers 
a voting strength 
of 288 
•gainst 262 conservatives, with 7 in- 
dependents, the outcome of today's 
battle would seem to lie with the 
socialist left wing members, who 
last week in a secret parliamentary 
party meeting voted no-confidence 
In Mr. MacDonald's leadership. 
These left wingers number 29, 


and by refraining from voting or 
by voting against the government 
probably would brine its 
defeat 
and subsequent dissolution of par- 
liament and a call to the country 


" in a new general election. 


Hope Seen For Party. 


Thus on its face the situation ap- 
peared serious for Mr. MacDonald 
and his ministry, but there were 
complicating factors which friends 
of the government believed would 
enable it to withstand the storm. 
Among these 
factors 
was the 
present unwillingness of all three 
parties to undergo the burden of 
another general election £t this 
time, probability that some cf the 
conservatives strength will be ab- 
sent, that if government defeat 
seems imminent, some liberals will 
go into the government lobbies and 
that the entire left 
wing labor 
strength will not oppose the gov- 
ernment in actual commons di- 
vision. 
Sir Oswald Mosley, whose resig- 
nation as chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster brought 
the 
storm 


over unemployment down upon the 
ministry's heads, asked that 
the 
laborites favoring his unemploy- 
ment stand vote for the govern- 
ment rather than risk 
bringing 
about its defeat. 


The motion before the house to- 
day is a conservative action to de- 
crease the salary of Mr. Thomas, 
this being in accordance with time- 
honored 
tradition in the .house 


when it is wished to express no- 
confidence in a government through 
censure of one of its departments.

Are Notified They 


Must Pay. 


Att corporations organized wider 


the laws oJt Nebraska and having 
their business headquarters within 
the state, and also those domiciled 
in other states which have become 
domesticated in Nebraska, are be- 
ing notified by Secretary of • State 
Marsh that they must pay annual 
occupation tax for 1930, aa in prior 
years, on the full amount of their 
issued capital stock. 
• 
This is in accordance with the 


decision of the Nebraska Supreme 
court in the suit brought by the 
Beatrice Creamery Co. The com- 
pany named has appealed to the 
United States Supreme court; but 
unless and until that tribunal re- 
verses the state court Secretary 
Marsh will proceed on the assump- 
tion that its holding is the law. 
Non-resident corporations, how- 


ever, need pay on only such part 
of their capital stock as is em- 
ployed in carrying on their business 
in Nebraska. 
Nebraska corporations must pay 
their occupation taxes to the secre- 
tary of state by August 1, or have 
15 per cent added as a penalty. 
Foreign ~ corporations have 
until 
September 1 to make their settle- 


I ments. Secretary Marsh will noti- 
fy each one of the amount due 
from it. 
. 
While every concern doing busi- 
ness in Nebraska must 
report, 


those having less than $1,000 of 
capital stock are exempt from tax.' 


There is no difference in the rate 


of tax for domestic and non-resi- 
oent corporations, but the. latter 
have an advantage in paying only 
on the capital they use in the state 
of Nebraska.
